Em’s early days 

» Eminem: “I was always poor. Always. Welfare 
cheese, Earina, powdered milk— the whole nine 
yards.” 

» Nelson: “We lived in nice neighborhoods. We 
were never trailer trash. I was fastidious about 
my homes. They were always spotless.” 

The death of Em’s Uncle Ronnie 

» Eminem: “Ronnie committed suicide when I 
was 19 years old, and it was one of the most dif- 
ficult times in my life.” 

» Nelson: ‘After Ronnie’s death, Marshall fell into 
a deep depression. He’s since said he was struck 
dumb for three days afterwards and considered 
killing himself as he listened to the tapes they 
made together.” 

A childhood beating Em took 

» Eminem: “When I was 9 years old, this kid 
who was a little older decided one day to just 
beat the living [bleep] out of me in the bath- 
room at elementary school. Almost killed me 
... my brain really was ... bleeding out of my ear. 


It wasn’t like I was in a coma, but I was kind 
of blacking out and waking up off and on for a 
couple of days.” 

» Nelson: “I burst into the restroom, and there I 
found him lying in a pool of blood, his body jerk- 
ing ... Marshall spent four days in the hospital, 
slipping in and out of consciousness. ... His nose 
bled constantly; so did his ears. His vision came 
and went.” 

Em’s lack of friends 

» Eminem: “I tried to be social. To fit in. I really 
did. But, like I said, every time, just as I would 
start to get comfortable and make friends— 
BOOM! We’d be moving again. ... Recently I was 
trying to remember all the schools I went to. I 
had a very long list, and I don’t even think it was 
complete. It started to make me sad.” 

» Nelson: “Every time I enrolled him at a new 
school, within days he demanded to leave. He 
only had to hint that he was being bullied or 
that a teacher didn’t like him, and I kept him out 
of school. ... It’s fair to say he attended at least 
twenty different schools.”

owns the holiday. The 
“Saw” films might 
not be high art, but 
they certainly are 
consistent, cheap 
and profitable. But 
what makes them 
so addictive? Past 
horror franchises 
may provide the 
clues.

Prepare to be scared, *Saw V’ actress says

Julie Benz agreed to join the cast of “Saw V” 
for two very compelling— but extremely dif- 
ferent— reasons. 

“One of the original producers, Gregg 
Hoffman, was a friend of mine,” Benz 
explains. 

Hoffman, who produced “Saw” (2004) and 
“Saw 11 ” (2005), died suddenly in 2005 at 42. 

“It just felt like some kind of kismet ener- 
gy,” Benz says. “I did ‘George of the Jungle 2’ 
(2003) with Gregg, and I remember him, right 


after we’d finished ‘George of the Jungle 2,’ 
talking about producing the first ‘Saw’ And, I 
don’t know, ‘Saw V’ seemed like a great oppor- 
tunity to be a part of his legacy 

“Second, ‘Saw’ is an enormous franchise 
that’s amazing,” Benz adds. “Who wouldn’t 
want to be a part of something so success- 
fill?” 

Set for release on Oct. 24, “Saw V” picks up 
where “Saw IV” (2007) left off At the very end 
of “Saw IV,” Det. Hoffman (Costas Mandylor) 
revealed himself to be the latest apprentice of 


killer trap-setter Jigsaw/John Kramer (Tobin 
Bell). In the latest chapter Hoffman, fearing 
that his secret may be exposed, goes on the 
offensive. 

Speaking about “Saw V” by telephone from 
her L.A. home, Benz chooses her words with 
great caution, lest she reveal any secrets. 

“I play a character named Brit, who is a 
real-estate developer,” the actress says. “I like 
to think of her as very much a career-oriented 
woman, like a thoroughbred racehorse. She’s 
very driven. That’s all I can say I’m afraid, if

I reveal too much, they’ll put me in a real trap 
or something. I signed my life away I signed a 
confidentiality agreement. 

“But I am a major part of the plot of the 
story,” Benz adds. “I can tell you that Brit is 
extremely ruthless and that she’s not a very 
nice person. 

“The thing that I think is amazing about 
the way all of these movies are structured is 
that each sequel reveals another layer about 
the characters from the previous movies,” she 
says. “So you can watch each film as a stand- 
alone film but, if you’re familiar with the series, 
you actually learn more about what happened 
in ‘Saw IV’ by watching ‘Saw V’ ” 

During the “Saw V” shoot, stories spread 


that David Hackl— who graduated to the 
director’s chair after serving as production 
designer and creating the traps for “Saw II,” 
“Saw III” (2006) and “Saw IV”-had request- 
ed that an ambulance crew stand by on the set 
in case one particular trap went wrong. 

According to Benz, the story is true. 

“He designed one trap that was actually 
extremely dangerous for the actor to be in,” 
Benz says, laughing. “But, talk about trust, the 
actors completely trusted him that it would 
work, and it did. But it was an extremely dan- 
gerous trap. 

‘All of the traps were dangerous,” she says. 
“They all have an amazing sense of reality to 
them, and there weren’t very many stunt dou- 


bles. As actors we were asked to do a lot of the 
stuff on our own, and it was very creepy” 

The actress, admittedly a squeamish type 
who calls herself “a scaredy-cat,” has yet to see 
a finished version of “Saw V” But she’s done 
looping for it, and she thinks audiences are in 
for a Halloween treat. 

“It’s going to be terrifying,” Benz says. “The 
stuff I’ve seen is terrifying, so I can just imag- 
ine what it’s like with the music and everything 
put together. I’m actually terrified to see it, 
because these movies, they get me at a really 
deep level. I’m the perfect audience— I totally 
buy into it.” 

“So I think this one is going to be just as 
scary as the previous ones, if not scarier.”

street’s best brunch spots. Feed and 
Shokolad, don’t even have TVs. What’s 
a West Town football fan to do? 

Until recently, you had two choices: 
Jump in the car and head straight for 
the nearest collection of 
fiat-screen TVs, or flop 
down on the couch with 
a box of Pop-Tarts and 
your remote. Now there’s 
a third. Cat’s Meow This 
corner spot is clubby by 
night— not exactly the 
sort of place you’d expect a 
small sporty crowd to gath- 
er on weekend mornings. 
But it’s hard to resist clear 
sight lines, a kickin’ sound system and 
enough seating for everyone. 

The cuisine: From burgers 
($io) to salads ($5-$i2) to 
huevos rancheros ($8), the 
brunch menu doesn’t miss 
much. Look a little closer, 
though, and you’ll see that 
many items are just varia- 
tions on the same dish. 



Tbu’ve got not one, not two, but 
three kinds of breakfast burritos: the 
standard-issue burrito ($8), fllled with 
scrambled eggs, chorizo. Chihuahua 
cheese and guacamole; the veg burrito, 
sans chorizo ($7); and the steak burri- 
to ($9), with steak instead of chorizo. 
Somehow, however, this seemingly 
comprehensive menu fails to mention 
the gooey refried beans that made our 
chorizo burrito a textural mess. 

Benedicts also take up some 
serious menu space. There’s a pro- 


sciutto Benedict ($9) and a crab cake 
Benedict ($12), but your best bet is 
Ben’s Egg ($12, left). English muffins 
topped with filet mignon medal- 
lions, poached eggs and hollandaise, 
it wasn’t a model Benedict, but it 
rose above other savories such as that 
triple burrito threat and lackluster 
sweets like Erench toast ($7). 

Good thing you’re just here for the 
game.

Disney’s next 

dreamboa 

*High School Musical’s’ Matt Prokop waiting 
in the wings to take over for star Zac Efron

Sometimes, being the class clown does 
get you somewhere. Just ask “High School 
Musical 3” star Matt Prokop. 

The 18 -year-old was always up for a quick 
gag in high school. 

“{I was] always wanting to be that kid that 
everybody laughed at. I just tried to get peo- 
ple’s attention,” says Prokop, who recently 
returned to his home base of Houston to 
chat about his big-screen Disney debut. 

“I decided Fd use my antics for good and 
try out acting.” 

Prokop began working with an acting 
coach and eventually made his way to L.A. 
He’s been “auditioning ever since,” landing 
bit parts on “Hannah Montana” and “The 
Office.” 

Now, he’s about to hit a whole new level. 
Prokop is one of the new faces in “HSM3: 
Senior Year,” which follows Troy, Gabriella, 
Sharpay and the rest of the singing-and-danc- 
ing crew as they plan for college— and one 
last, big musical, of course. 

True to past “HSM” editions, there are 
elaborate numbers at the drop of a back- 
pack: on the basketball court, at prom, dur- 
ing graduation, in the rain, an “incredible” 
cafeteria number. 

“I watched the first one, and I respected 
it as Disney is bringing back the musicals for 
kids,” Prokop says. “My little cousins adore 
‘High School Musical.’ When they found 
out I even met Zac {Efron}, it freaked them 
out. 

“I actually had Zac call them. I am forever 
the coolest cousin to them.” 

Prokop is likely to pick up more young 
(and several older) fans now that the film has 
opened in theaters. He plays Jimmy “Rocket 
Man” Zara, a sophomore on the Wildcats 
basketball team who idolizes Efron’s moody 
Troy Bolton. 

The pair instantly clicked, and Prokop says 
they brought that real-life chemistry to sev- 
eral scenes. 

“We act just like brothers when we’re 


hanging out. Our characters are really simi- 
lar,” Prokop says. 

“There’s one scene where I clothesline him 
in the face, which is by far the funniest— and 
the funnest— scene I shot.” 

Also new on the “HSM” scene are British 
actress Jemma McKenzie-Brown (a mini- 
Sharpay Evans) and Justin Martin (a mini- 
Chad Danforth). 

“I think the main reason they added us 
new guys was to bring comedic relief to it,” 
says Prokop, who sports the perfect Disney 
shag, smile and trendy clothes. 

True, but the Rocket Man has his own 
problems as well. 

“He has never touched the ball in a game. 
He just kind of sits on the bench, your aver- 
age sophomore on varsity,” Prokop says of his 
character. 

“He thinks he’s a total rock star. He’s com- 
pletely opposite from any character you’ve 
seen in ‘High School Musical.’ ” 

Prokop says he was on the soccer team 
and “more of the popular type” guy during 
his high-school years, which made relating to 
his character a challenge. 

“Playing a quirky, nerdy sophomore was 
probably the hardest thing I had to pull off,” 
he says. “Just capturing a 15-year-old kid who 
doesn’t know his place in life.” 

If things go well, Prokop may find himself 
plastered on bedroom walls alongside Efron 
and fellow Disney superstar Miley Cyrus. It’s 
clear the company infused the “HSM” fran- 
chise with new blood in order to keep it alive 
once the old guard moves on. Disney execs 
confirmed a fourth installment, likely for TV, 
earlier this year. 

Eor Prokop, then, senior year is only the 
beginning. 

“We haven’t talked about ‘High School 
Musical 4’ yet— but if they bring it up, I will 
definitely be stoked to do it. Oh yeah,” he 
says. 

“It still feels like a dream. I was like, ‘That’s 
not me. This can’t really be happening.’ Oct. 
24, my life is going to change. It’s crazy” 


Six degrees of Miley 

If Matt Prokop does blow up, Zac Efron-style, he has Miley Cyrus 
(right) to thank. Sort of. Prokop is likely familiar to tweens for his brief 
role as Troy McCann, a potential suitor on a 2007 episode of “Hannah 
Montana.” 

“I think I auditioned for ‘Hannah’ about four times before I actually 
got one of the roles,” Prokop says. “They’re so picky with Disney. ‘Your 
hair’s too much like [someone else’s] hair’ and all that stuff. It gets 
really detail-oriented. 

“I was excited with the role I had. It was, like, three lines, just came 
in and invited Miley to a party, and her bodyguard wouldn’t let me talk 
to her.”

This dense, satisfying Indian pudding developed by Kathleen Curtin, a food historian at 
Plimoth Plantation in Plymouth, Mass., can be baked for 90 minutes for a classic New 
England dessert. Or, for a 21st Century shortcut to an old tradition, the final cooking can be 
done in the microwave in just minutes. 


Heat the oven to 350 F. Lightly 
coat a 9-by-13-inch baking dish 
with cooking spray. 

In a 6- to 8-quart Dutch oven, 
combine 6 cups of the milk, the 
molasses, sugar, butter, ginger, 
cinnamon and nutmeg. Place 
the pot over medium heat. 

Scald the milk by heating it 
until it is just about to boil. The 
milk will appear curdled; this is 
normal. 

In a medium bowl, mix 
together the remaining 1 cup of 
milk and the cornmeal. Whisk this mixture into 
the Dutch oven. 

Bring the mixture to a simmer and cook, 
stirring constantly with a rubber spatula, for 20 
minutes, or until thickened. Be certain to scrape 
the bottom of the pot to prevent sticking. 

Transfer the mixture to the prepared baking 


dish. Bake for 90 minutes, 
or until the pudding is set at 
the center. It may puff during 
baking, but will flatten while 
cooling. Let cool slightly 
before serving with whipped 
cream or vanilla ice cream. 

Alternatively, the pudding 
can be finished in the 
microwave for an English- 
style hasty pudding. After 
the 20 minutes of stovetop 
cooking, transfer the mixture 
to a 3-quart casserole dish 
coated with cooking spray. Microwave on high 
for 3 minutes. 

Stir the pudding, then microwave on high 
another 3 minutes. Do this two more times, 
cooking the pudding for a total of 12 minutes. If 
the pudding splatters during cooking, it can be 
loosely covered with a paper plate.

Police identified him as Julian 
King, but they would not say whether he is 
a relative of the actress. Police were looking 
for a white 1994 Chevrolet Suburban. 
According to a source, the actress’ sister 
reported the boy missing from the home. 

Public records indicate the Suburban is 
registered to Jason Hudson, who neighbors

said is Jennifer Hudson’s brother. Authorites 
would not say as of early Friday evening 
whether he was one of the two victims.

Jennifer Hudson is not injured, her 
bodyguard told the Tribune before referring 
all questions to a publicist. 

One of the victims was a woman in her 
50s who was shot in the head and the other 
was a 29 -year-old man who was shot in the 
chest, according to a spokesman for the 
Cook County medical examiner’s office. 
At least one of the victims had defensive 
wounds, according to police. 

The shooting was believed to be related to 
a domestic disturbance, police spokeswoman 
Monique Bond said Friday stressing at the 
time that this was preliminary information. 

The police source said the victims’ bodies 
were discovered by a family member about 
3 p.m. in the home in the 7000 block of 
South Ysle Avenue. 


Aldermen lessen heat on Weis

But because police have 
concerns about Todd’s mental health, they 
are consulting with the Allegheny County 
District Attorney She remained in custody 
and was awaiting arraignment.

Reverse 
immigration 

B SAN DIEGO After struggling just to 
pay his $300 monthly rent and send 
money to his wife and two children back 
in Honduras, Dionisio Urbina has given 
up. The day laborer is saving for a one-way 
plane ticket home. 

“I lost hope about finding work,” the 
54-year-old illegal immigrant said outside 
a Home Depot store as he entered his 
fourth straight week without a job. “Fm 
homesick. It’s best to leave.” 

Thousands of Latin American immi- 
grants both legal and illegal are going 
back home as the economic crisis in the 
U.S. causes jobs to dry up in the con- 
struction, landscaping and restaurant 
industries. 

The flow of immigrants back across 
the border tends to be cyclical. But some 
authorities say they are seeing a bigger- 
than-usual reverse-immigration effect 
this year. 

Mexico City’s municipal government 
predicts between 20,000 and 30,000 
immigrants above the usual number 
will return from the U.S. in the next few 
months because they cannot find work. 

Mexican consulates in Chicago and 
California report that around 4,000 more 
Mexican immigrants than usual already 
have left for Mexico City because of the 
economic crisis.

Hollywood feeling the pinch 

Formerly ^recession-proof ’ industry down, but faring better than most

LOS ANGELES When Paul Hodges lost his job 
as a newspaper librarian this summer, he cut 
back on junk food, canceled his Netfiix sub- 
scription, went back to his old DVDs and tried 
to stop buying new ones. 

“I had to scale back like everyone,” said 
Hodges, a 35-year-old homeowner in Coral 
Springs, Fla. “It forced me to prioritize 
things.” 

In past downturns, Hollywood earned a 
reputation for being “recession-proof” as 
U.S. consumers’ movie spending kept grow- 
ing steadily This time, the industry is com- 
ing off three years of nearly fiat spending, and 
there are cracks in its armor: Home video sales 
slipped this month as consumer confidence fell 
again amid rising unemployment and a crash- 
ing stock market. 

But studios— which profit more from dis- 
tributing a movie on DVD than they do from 
its theatrical release— are faring better than 
other companies dependent on discretionary 
spending. And many Hollywood executives 
remain optimistic. 

In fact. Fox plans a massive marketing push 
before “Horton Hears a Who!” is released 
on DVD Dec. 9, including a balloon in New 
Vbrk’s Mac/s Thanksgiving Day Parade. 


MONEYMAKERS 

1980 - 1982 : As VHS tapes hit the mass market 
for the first time, movie spending rose a 
whopping 47 percent. 

1989 - 1991 : Movie spending rose 8.5 percent 
to $16.8 billion. 

2000 - 2001 : Even during the downturn 
following the Sept. 11 terror attacks and the 
dot-com boom, consumers’ combined movie 
spending rose 10 percent, to $28.4 billion, ap 


There are signs of caution at studios. 

This month, NBC Universal, a subsidiary of 
General Electric Co., announced it will cut its 
spending next year by about $500 million, or 
3 percent, to stay ahead of the downturn. At 
Paramount Pictures, a Viacom Inc. unit, the 
wide release of two movies has been pushed 
until January to delay spending on marketing, 
and the studio plans to make six fewer movies 
a year going forward. 

But the vast empires of media conglomer- 
ates actually help insulate Hollywood from the 
credit crunch that is crippling the economy 
Cable networks, TV stations and theme parks 
generate billions in free cash flows to help fund 
new movies— boom, bust or fail. 

Hodges, the Florida librarian, is not alone 
borrowing videos at the library and re-watch- 


ing his own collection. Video rental revenue in 
the U.S. in the first nine months of the year was 
off 1.2 percent at $5.6 billion, according to the 
industry tracker. Video Business. Video sales 
were down 3.5 percent at $8.6 billion, it said. 
Box office receipts through Oct. 5 were flat at 
$7.25 billion, though attendance slipped. 

The brightest ray of hope appears to be 
Blu. 

Blu-ray disc sales are up 320 percent in 
September to 1.05 million units in the US., as 
the equipment gets into more homes, accord- 
ing to Redhill Group Inc. 

While that doesn’t make up for the decline 
in DVD sales, many expect growth in the high- 
definition format to turn the home video mar- 
ket around next year as prices drop for entry- 
level players. 

And there’s something about superhero 
movies that brings out the best in consumers. 

Hodges busted his spending restraints to see 
“The Dark Knight,” and after finding a new 
job at Strayer University in Ft. Lauderdale last 
month, he turned his Netfiix account back on. 
He even bought “Iron Man” on DVD. 

‘A recession is a recession, but you still 
have to be a human being,” he said. “Tbu can’t 
turn into a monk and just sit in a room with a 
chair.”

To their surprise, they found that 
people who held a cup of hot coffee 
for 10 to 25 seconds warmed up to 
a perfect stranger. Holding a cup of 
iced coffee had the opposite effect. 

If you want to make a good 
impression, advised University of 
Colorado psychologist and study 
author Lawrence E. Williams, a cup 
of fresh coffee “may bias the situa- 
tion in your favor.” 

As tempting as it might be to 
use these findings to your benefit, 
RedEye reminds you to exercise cau- 
tion and be mindful of these helpful 
tips. 

DO NOT: Warm your hands by sitting 
on them and rocking back and forth. 
Probably not going to lure any hot- 
ties that way 

DO NOT: Run an iron over your hands. 
Same goes for blowtorching. 

DO NOT: Lorget to pour your steam- 
ing hot coffee into a cup before put- 
ting it in your hands. 

DO NOT: Jam your hands into your 
armpits to warm them up. 

DO NOT: Ask a potential suitor to feel 
how hot your hands are. Unless you 
want a restraining order.

When Debora Munczek’s BlackBerry slipped 
off her folded newspaper and into the toilet 
one morning, she suspected it wasn’t the first 
time in history that a cell phone got drenched. 
So she searched “cell phones and water” on 
the Internet and followed the advice that 
popped up: Remove the battery, wrap the 
device in a dry washcloth and aluminum foil, 
and bake it in the oven for several hours at a 
low setting. 

The phone worked pret- 
ty well after that— until 
Munczek, a sleep-deprived 
clinical psychologist in New 
Tbrk, dropped it twice more 
into the toilet. It then began 
dialing random phonebook 
entries, including the local 
police precinct. That’s when 
she decided to call it quits 
and get a new phone. 

The risk of immersion 
can’t stop people from 
checking their e-mail in the 
bathroom, watching videos poolside or wash- 
ing laundry without emptying out pockets. 
At Verizon Wireless, liquid penetration dur- 
ing accidents is the single biggest reason 
customers return damaged devices. Insurer 
Asurion Inc., which covers cell phones for 
loss or damage not covered by warranties, 
says water damage is a major cause of claims, 
behind mechanical damage and loss. 

It doesn’t help that phones these days come 
with holes for things like headsets, speakers 
and camera lenses— more places for water to 
seep in. 

Many consumers show up at stores demand- 


ing replacements for their water-damaged 
phones, so a number of carriers now require 
manufacturers to place a moisture indicator 
on the batteries and inside the phones to pro- 
vide evidence of “contact with liquid.” The 
meters, which are white stickers, change color 
when wet, which invalidates the warranty 
But some customers have found ways 
to nurse water-damaged phones back to 
health— a big topic of conversation on bul- 
letin boards such as Yahoo 
Answers! and CrackBerry 
The key to any of these tech- 
niques is to dry out the phone as 
quickly as possible. In addition 
to the oven approach employed 
by Munczek, some people rec- 
ommend using a hair dryer set 
on “cool,” while others seal the 
phone in a jar with uncooked 
rice in hopes the grains will 
absorb the moisture before it 
corrodes circuitry deep inside 
the phone. 

Some consumers resort to 
professional help that can cost $500. Aaron 
Vronko, a service manager at Rapid Repair, 
Kalamazoo, Mich., specializes in repairing 
iPhones and other smart phones. 

The most important thing to remember 
with a wet phone is don’t turn it on, he says. 
Vronko recommends taking out the battery 
and wiping it off, shaking out any excess mois- 
ture, unfastening the screws of the phone to 
open up the device, and then using an electri- 
cal-contact cleaning spray or rubbing alcohol 
to displace the corrosive moisture. 

“Once you think it’s 100 percent dry, give it 
another day,” Vronko says.
